RIBSTONE MUNICIPALITY 


The following is a summary of the 
resolutions passed at the recent U. 
F. A, convention, under their res- 
pective groups: 

Constitutional 

1. In favor of maintaining the 
membership fee at $3.00 as approved 
at last convention, at last convention 
$2.00 going to Central office. 

2. Prohibiting a member from pay¬ 
ing dues into more than one local. 

3. Requesting the Executive in fil¬ 
ling vacancies on the board to give 
first consideration to the person re¬ 
ceiving* the next highest number of 
votes at th© election of the person in 
respect of whom the vacancy has oc¬ 
curred. 

4. Giving Central Board power up- 
ona three-fourth’s majority vote, to 
suspend any member of the board 
who vialated any of the provisions of 
the constitutions. 

' 5. That all resolutions to be pre¬ 

sented to th© annual convention of the 
U. F. A. first be passed upon by the 
federal, provincial or district asso¬ 
ciations of the-U. F. A., or the board 
of directors and that the subject mat¬ 
ter of resolutions be advertised to all 
locals before the convention. 

6. Adopting Dominion Day as a 

‘'Canada Citizen’s to be cele¬ 

brated hs a day on which to formally 
welcome new citizens to the Dominion 

7. Prohibiting any member of par¬ 
liament from holding office on the 
Executive or Provincial Board of the 
Association. 

Dominion Legislation 

The following resolutions were ad¬ 
opted on Dominion matters: — 

1. Asking that another homestead 
right be granted settlers who have 
lost their land in the drought dis¬ 
tricts . 

2. That all stockyards be kept in a 
properly drained and sanitory con¬ 
dition and that water be supplied. 

3. That the natural resources be 
returned to the western provinces. 

4. Enactment of legislation for¬ 
bidding short selling of grain. 

5. That immediate steps be taken 
to determine on what ground the pre¬ 
sent spread of grain prices is based. 

6. That all seed houses, companies 
corporations, or private individuals 
be compelled by lawe to market no 
seed below a set standard of 90 per 
cent germination, and that the vari¬ 
ety, germination, and purity be 
be printed and guaranteed on sacks, 

7. Recommending immediate legis¬ 
lation toward releif and solution of 
unemployment. 

8. Endorsing th© enforcement of re¬ 
strictions on the immigration of ori¬ 
entals. 

0. Recommending legislation pro¬ 
viding- further aid to all ex-service 
men and women who through war 
service have not regained the degree 
of economic usefulness enjoyed prior, 
to enlistement. 

10. Recommending that the present 
repayments on stock and equipment

The annual meeting of the rate¬ 
payers Of the municipal district of 
Ribstone was held in the municipal 
hall ot Ribstone on Monday 20th of 
February, with thirty—six ratepayers 
present at the opening, and a full 
hall later in the meeting.. 

Reeve Ferguson opened the meet¬ 
ing, and occupied the chair. 

By instruction of the chair, T. H. 
Saul, the municipal secretary, read 
the annual report, which follows: — 
ANNUAL REPORT 

February 20th 1922 

To the electors of the Municipal 
District of Ribstone No. 421: 

Your Reeve and Councillors re¬ 
spectfully report as follows: — 

At the first meting of the Council, 
Mr. Ferguson was re-elected as 
Fjeeve, and MY. Sewell as Deputy 
Reeve, and there hav& been no 
changes during the year. 

Your Municipal Hall was rented to 
the ‘Womens’ Institute at the annual 
rental of $100, reserving thereout 
Council meetings, and providing for 
the extension of the same privileges 
to religious bodies as existed prior to 
the lease. 

Your Council opposed the 
of a hospital district for the present, 
feeling that the same would cause a 
hardship financially. 

The sum of $10,000 was voted for! 
road works, which with grants re¬ 
ceived from the Province of $1342. 
madea total appropriation of $11,342. 
This amount was exceeded, the total 
amount expended for labour being 
$12,412.71. 

Mr. Nachtergaele was re-appointed 
Auditor, at a Salary of $150.00. 

Your Board of Health have not had 
a very strenuous time, there having 
fever, and one case of diptheria dur¬ 
ing the year. This may be accounted 
for in large measure by the prompt 
measures taken by the residents 
themselves, and the prompt attention 
given by the Medical Officer to all 
cases as soon as they were reported 
to him. 

Your Court of Revision dealt with 
over 100 appeals: most of which were 
granted by the Court. 

Your current Municipal rate was 
fixed at 5% milles; which was a re¬ 
duction of IVt milles compared with 
last year, to meet the increased ass¬ 
essment . 

One new Cemetery was opened 
during the year, in th LaParl Dis¬ 
trict, and a local registrar is being 
appointed tor the greater conven 
ience of the residents in that locality 

There was one unusual trouble 
during the year in the shape of a vis¬ 
itation of grasshoppers. This was 
promptly handled by a special meet¬ 
ing of the Co*incIl, which authorized 
th purchase and distribution of poison 
immediately. There is at this time 
about 60 cans of Paris Green on 
hand; held in 'readiness for any fur¬ 
ther need. 

Your Seed Grain indebtedness has 
been taken over by the Province, by 
paying off the Bank in full, and pro¬ 
viding for repaymen by this Munici¬ 
pal District in five equal annual 
omaunts. 

You will observe from the Financial 
Statement that $595.30 was paid out 

during the year in aid of sick and

John Dallyn stated that the society 
had been given a grant practically 
every year. Ryall asked for the books 
to be shown. The secretary stated 
the books were at Chauvin, but could 
be inspected at any time.

A show of hands was then taken 
and the majority were in favor of a 
grant to the agricultural society. 

A. E. Smith thought the vote hod 
been taken the wrong way, he ob¬ 
jected to a few people taking the 
prizes while the poor people got no¬ 
thing. Ryall maintained that the 
grant money would be on shel¬ 

ter for stock, and that it would be¬ 
come an asset. Strachan stated that 
owners of good stock did not exhibit 
for the monetary value of the prizes, 
but for the sake of comparison with 
that of their neighbours and the cre¬ 
dit of winning. 

MONEY FOR ROAD WORK 

The matter of spending- more mon¬ 
ey for road work was next discussed. 
Secretary Saul informed the meeting 
that the surplus of last year $8,000 
and the government grant of $1300 
and more had been spent on roads 
during the past year, the appropria¬ 
tion had, in fact, been exceeded.

AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY 
GRANT 

Norm/an Strachan stated that the 
council had at their meeting that 
morning had given a grant of $75.00 
but that was not enough. They should 
get at least $500 fdr the agricultural 
society grant as the assets of the mu¬ 
nicipal were $90,000. Ryall pointed 
(Hit that the liabilities of the munici¬ 
pality were $83,00, buit thought that 
th e agricultural society should get at 
least an annual grant of $200. The 
grants, to the agricultural society had 
been few and small. The council 
having refused a grant two years, 
and given one of $200 and one of 
$100. He thought they ought to be 
more liberal. 

Strachan pointed out that there 
were 1200 quarter sections, and that 
5 pc per quainter would not be too 
to large, a sum for this purpose. 

Ryall would not object to this and 
quoted the instance of the work ac 
complished at Carmen, in Manitoba, 
where the municipality had granted 
$12,000 and the town (about twice 
the size of Chauvin) had given $1000. 
This society had buildings worth a

come later.. A competent engineer 
should be engaged and his plans and 
figures would be good for all time. 

H. Foreman suggested that con¬ 
tracts for road work should be let by 
the council. 

John Dallyn reviewing the past 
work of the council, stated that it 
had been all the earlier councils 
could accomplish to fill up the holes 
and make the roads passable. / 

It was suggested that to raise mon¬ 
ey by a thirty year debenture rather 
than by short loans upon whch the 
interest is compounded. 

.George Siurrette stated that at the 
first election the Ratepayers had vot¬ 
ed down the men who had advocated 
spending big money. And that the 
debenture question was a new one. 

In reply to question by Lang, the 
secretary stated that debenture were 
offered for sale by the municipalities 
who took the biggest offer they re¬ 
ceived for same.. In reply to later 
questions he added that money was 
now more easily obtained by munici¬ 
palities as the mortgage companies at 
this time were favoring this class of 
investment. 

John Dallyn recalled how at one 
time there had been a demand for a 
debenture issue, but the council as¬ 
certaining that the best offer obtain¬ 
able was $85 in he $100 with interest 
at eight per cent. The council had 
declined to raise money at these ex¬ 
tortionate rates. 

Is this meeting iij favor of a de¬ 
benture issue, asked Reeve Ferguson 
and a lively discussion took place in 
which a larg© number took part. It 
was not possible for the chair to 
hear all that was said, but among 
other points raised were that of the 
amount and method of spending, but

An act to provide for a system of 
highways in the province has been 
introduced by Hon. Alex Ross, min¬ 
ister of public works, in the legis¬ 
lature. The act calls for a highway 
commissioner, who shall be respon¬ 
sible for the devising of a system of 
road suitable to the need of the prov 
ince. and the construction and main¬ 
tenance of them generally. A good 
roads? board composed of the deputy 
minister, the commissioner and three 
other members to be appointed by the 
lieutenant governor in council. This 
board will determine the system of 
roads and the form of their construc¬ 
tion as recommended by the highway 
commissioner and make rules as to 
the use of the highways. 

The classification of the roads will 
be main highways, market roads and 
colonization roads. The latter shall 
be such roads as may be temporally 
established for the development of 
newly settled districts. 

Provincial contributions towards 
the construction of market roads 
upon compliance with the provisions 
of the proposed act will be based on 
the following schedule: 

Clearing, grubbing; ditching, con¬ 
struction of timber culverts and 
bridges, grading and such other work 
necessary to provide earth roads; 
33 1-3 per cent. 

Road surfacing of ,sand, gravel or 
clay: 50 per cent. 

Constructing concrete culverts; 
66 2-3 per cent. 


To give a verbatim report of the 
proceedings at Regina last week 
would be an utter impossibility, as 
would also a description of the en¬ 
thusiasm which prevailed.

Other resolutions of - a less 
important nature were also discussed 
and disposed of in various ways, 
some being passed, some defeated, 
and some tabled.

12. Recommending a revision fol¬ 
lowing the investigation of the pen¬ 
sion schedule on a scale enabling the 
totally disabled man to obtain a 
monthly pension of $100,, or at the 
rate of $1.00 per cent disability. 

13. Recommending legislation pro¬ 
viding Thanksgiving Day be observed 
on Armisitce Day, Nov. 11. 

14. Calling on board of railway 
commissioners to readjust freight 
rates so that the maximum amount of 
relief can be obtained for agricultural 
products, coal, lumbzer and live 
stock. 

15. Advocating provision being 
made on the farmers’ income tax re¬ 
turns enabling him to give each year 
a financial statement and that at the 
end of any year his operations show 
a net loss such deficit be carried over 
and added to the amount to which 
he is entitled to be exempted for the

10. That the office of provincial 
market commissioner be created at 
Edmonton, whose duty it shall be to 
aid in the formation of co-operative 
enterprises and that municipalities be 
given the power |o form co-operative 
organizations, particularly in regard 
to dairy products. 

11. That the names of the makers 
be printed or written upon every 
pound of butter sold in the province. 

12. That the Dower Act be so 
amended as to protect the wife’s 
rights in community property. 

/ 13. Increase of wild land tax to 2 
per cent, of assessed land value. 

14. Provincial government, to pub¬ 
lish annually a list of the amount of 
money expended on road work in 
each municipality from the proceeds 
of the automobile tax. 

13. That the provincial government 
enact such legislation as will enable 
all legal actions for the collection of 
debts to be made -vvith the minimum 
cost to the debtor, and a most rigid 
enforcement of such legislation. 

16. Recommendations that text 
books be revised so as to give less 
attention to wars and more space to 
peace matters. 

17. That the provincial government 
be requested immediately to appoint 
a committee to examine and enquire 
into all special legislation now on the 
statute books and to recommend for 
immediate repeal any such acts found 
to confer unjust privileges on any 
corporate or private interests.

off in the case of a university gradu¬ 
ate. Then a person can be admittel 
as a barrister one year after becom¬ 
ing an attorney. In Prince Edward 
Island, five year’s study is necessary 
for an attorney, and one year later 
he can be admitted a» abarrister, 
but two years are taken off for a uni¬ 
versity graduate. 

An attorney is one who does not 
plead in court, but prepares the vari¬ 
ous papers in a suit and the “brief” 
or case for the barrister or counsel, 
who can alone plead and argue before 
the judge. In some provinces attor¬ 
neys are called solicitors. 

In all provinces examinations are 
necessary before anyone can be ad¬ 
mitted as a law student. Most uni¬ 
versities have regular courses of lec¬ 
tures and examminations in law, and 
confer the degrees of bachelor and 
doctor of laws. In every case every¬ 
one must pass a satisfactory exami¬ 
nation before a board of examiners 
before he is admitted to practise. 

The attorney-general of a province 
has precedence at bar over all othe 
members. but he ranks below the 
minister of justice as attorney- gen¬ 
eral of the Dominion. 

Both the dominion and provincial 
governments /appoint, kingl’s ^counsel, 
an office of honour giving the holder 
precedence, but the duties originally 
attached to the office have long since 
ceased. King’s counsel ought to be 
always men of right legal standing- 


juries may still be demanded in near¬ 
ly every important matter, but of late 
years the tendency has been to al¬ 
low the judge to decide both the facts 
and the law, especially in matters 
where there are nice and complicated 
points of law and fact at issue, and 
juries are now becoming less com¬ 
mon . 

As a general principle, in the de¬ 
termination of actions at law. where 
there is a jury, the judge decides the 
law, and the jury the facts of the 
case. 

In most criminal cases an accused 
person has .a right to be tried* by a 
and. the verdict must .be unani- 
In some cases the accused

called, wfcich makes enquiry as to 
the persons who should be put on 
their trial and examines the joils and 
other public institutions, and the 
common or petty (“petty” from petit, 
little) jury, which decides whether an 
accused person is guilty or not, and 
whether a claim is just or a debt is 
due. 

In addition, there is the coroner’s 
jury and some other kinds of juries 
now obsolete. 

Trial by jury, which never existed 
under French rule, was established 
in Canada in 1785 in matters dl com¬ 
merce and personal wrong. The sys¬ 
tem also formed parr of the criminal 
law which was introduced into Can¬ 
ada, after the cession of 1763, and 
general, Murray, to pass an ordinance 
to permit French as well as English 
sit as jurymen. Gradually it came 
very generally into operation, even 
in the civil courts in what is now the 
province of Quebec. 

At present, jurymen in all the pro¬ 
vinces with the exception of British 
Columbia, must be British subjects 
who are on the assessment roll of a 
county or other district where they 
serve, and possess a certain amount 
of real or personal property. In the 
province of British Columbia, they 
ned only be British subjects and 
electors in a district. 

In Quebec and Nova Scotia grand 
grand jurors need a higher qualifi¬ 
cation than petty jurymen. Jurymen 
me are chosen by ballot, but the pro¬ 
cess is too complicated to explain the 
details here. 

The complete list of jurors chosen 
for a sitting of a court or assize is 
called a “panel’* from the fact that 
originally the list was written on a 
slip or piece (“panel” in old French) 
of parchemnt. The men selected for 
particular trials are said to be im¬ 
panelled” entered.-or .ehFoiled on the 
panel.

THE LEGAL PROFESSION 


In each of the provinces there is a 
law society .incorporated by statute, 
for the regulation of the legal profes¬ 
sion, and to prescribe the conditions 
and study necessary for admission to 
the practise of law. 

- In nearly all the provinces every 
person must be entered as a student- 
in-law, according to the rules' of the 
law society, for five years before he 
can be ad/mitted to the bar. But an 
: exception is made in the case of one 
who has taken a degree in arts or 
law in a recognized university. In 
Ontario, Manitoba and British Col¬ 
umbia. the term of studies for a bar¬ 
rister is then reduced to three years. 
In Quebec, oly oe year is taken off 
for admission as an “advocate”—the 
general designation of a lawyer in 
} that province—when the student has 
received a degree in law in a univer— 

| sity. In Nova Scotia four years study 
admits a barrister, but one year js 
deducted in the case of a university 
} gfraduate. In New Brunswick, four 
I 1 year’s study is required for admission 
: as an attorney, but one year is taken

has the option of being tried sum¬ 
marily the judge or magistrate alone 
or of being tried by a jury. 

In a trial of issues of fact in civil 
actions it is no longer necessary to 
have a jury of twelve or to have a 
unanimous verdict. In Ontario; the 
number of a jury is twelve, or ele¬ 
ven under certain circumstances, and 
the number required for a verdict is 
ten. 

In the other provinces the respect¬ 
ive numbers are as follows:—Quebec 
twelve in all and nine for a verdict; 
Nova Scotia nine in all and seven for 
a verdict after four hours delibera¬ 
tion; in New Brunswick seven in all 
and five for a verdict in the supreme 
court, but five in all and four for a 
verdict in the county court; in Prince 
Edward Island seven in all and five 
for a verdict; in Manitoba, twelve in 
all and four for a verdict, Though 
the parites may agree to a jury of 
nine; in Britsh Columbia-, eight in all 
in the supreme court With three-fourt 
for a verdict, but five in all and four 
for a verdict in the county court, 
when in either case they have been 
in deliberation for three hours and 
are not unanimous in all respects; 
in Saskatchewan twelve form a jury 
and ten can return a- verdict; and in 
Alberta six form a jury, but the -ver¬ 
dict must be unanimous.. 


TRIAL'OF CIVIL AND 
CRIMINAL CASES 


I have already explained how Wil¬ 
liam the Conqueror sent his justices 
in eyre travelling through the coun¬ 
try dispensing justice and enforcing 
the law, and how this principle was 
developed and continued to the pre¬ 
sent time, and we still have our “as¬ 
sizes” twice a year (assize from “as- 
sis” seated, a court with jury sit¬ 
ting together to try ases) though j 
they are now usually referred to as 
the sittings of the court, the old 
French--term being translated into 

English. 

In Quebec, as has been explained, 
the superior court judges are appoint¬ 
ed for the several judicial districts 
into which the pi'ovince is divided, 
so that there is very little travelling 
about of the judges compared to the 
provinces under English law. These 
sittings throughout the province 
bring justice to every man’s door, 
serving the convenience of the people 
and saving expense. 

It is not necessary that the ordin¬ 
ary ctizen should know all the de¬ 
tails of legal procedure, but there 
are one or two great heritages of 
British subjects that every one should 
know something about, and the first 
of these is that great protector of 
our lives and liberties, trial by jury.

Magna Charta provides that “no 
freeman shall be arrested, or de¬ 
tained in prison or deprived of his 
freehold or in any way molested; 
and we Will not set forth against him, 
nor send against hto, unless by the 
lawful judgment of his, peers and by 
the law of the land.” and this provi¬ 
sion has been given by a great many 
authorities a,s embodying the prin¬ 
ciple of trial by jury. 

Modern research lias upset' this 
theory, and the better opinion seems 
to be that the jury was a gradual 
development of an ancient practise 
introduced after the'. Norman con¬ 
quest of making sworn inquests or 
enquiries. For instance, the famous 
domesday book was' the result of a 
sworn enquiry by a number, of men 
in respect to the ownership of the 
land and other matters. 

The church discouraged 'the settl¬ 
ing of disputes and accusations of 
criime by single combat, and trial by 
ordeal was formally condemned by 
the church at the Lateran council in 
121 5, and these circumstances, no 
doubt, led to the development of the 
sworn inquest into .our modern jury. 

The jury were taken from the 
neighbourhood, and' at first included 
those who knew the parties and the 
circumstances of the case, so that
